Laws should be enacted 
which will enable local communities 
^ to support their schools, .'biit not to 
disturb the fiscal affairs of the 
State." He j>roposcd consolidation 
of many one-room achools as an effi- 
ciency and economy measure.. .. 

According to this statemeiit, tho 
schools would be In no better posl* 
Hon than before, as most local com- 
munities are already taxing' them- 
selves to the limit by property taxes 
whlcK'are all that small districts can 
levy. The funds are not enough; 
and It is not practicable for the local 
communities to take over the levy 
and collection of revenues now ho- 
'log -collected by the State— auto II* 
censes and gasoline taxes, for ex- 
ample.'

Emergency ProQram 
After the above criticism, the legis- 
lative emergency program of the Illi- 
nois State Teachers Asaociatloa is 
offered; 

L Provlfllon by the State for pay- 
ing immediately to th.e elementary 
schools tho arrearages of approxl* 
mately $12,000,000 In tbo state com- 
mon school fund. 

This will probably require a bond- 
ing bin and five or six other com- 
panion bills to provide the money Im-

2. Xn appropriation by tho State 
of 12,800,000 for emergency relief for 
high schools. 

3. Hepeal of the I^w for limiting 
school district levies to the overage 
of the levies for tho last four yeors. 

This Is necessary because some 
districts made lower levies for three 
years and no levy at all for one year, 
and this reduces their averfcgo to less 
this year and In the future than the 
minimum cost of running their school 
plnco they have used up their sur- 
if plus.

In lllinoU there are tvo types of 
reguUc' ilectlom — the primary, the 
purpose of which is to nominate 
party candidates, and the general 
election at which candidates are 
elected to office. . 

Primary ElecUont 

Primary elections arc regulated by 
the primary law, which is liable to 
change at any session of the state i 
T|islature. Under the present law 
^rimariej are held on the second 
'Tuesday in April every even number- 
ed year for the nomination of party 
wndidatcs that are to be voted upon 
at the election held on Tuesday after 
the first- Monday in November. 

The law provides that the primar- 
ies of air political -; parties be held^at 
the same- time - and - place and that 
the expense thereof shall be paid out 
of public funds in ihe lamc manner 
as in case of regular elections. At 
primary elections each party i$^ pro- 
vided with separate ballots bearing a 
distinctive color and containing the 
names of none but candidates of that 
party. The names of candidates arc 
put upon thcirparty ballots by peti- 
tion and in the order in which the 
peuiions are filed as required by law. 
Cjcneral election officers, have, charge 

of the primaries. . • 

Primaries apply to elective offices 
except presidential electors, univer- 
■ rity trustees, township (so called) 
and school ofCiccrs. . 

Precinct, senatorial and state com- 
mitteemen are chosen at the rtimar- 

ics. 

Plurality Vote 

The person receiving the highest 
number of votes at a primary elec- 
tion as a candidate of a party for a 
Mvcn office becomes the nominee of 
his party for such office by virtue of

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State Legislature 

The legislative, or law-making, 
power of the state is vested in the 
general assembly, commonly referred 
to as the sute legislature, which con- 
sists of a senate and a house of repre- 
sentatives. The members of both 
houses arc elected by the people. The 
regular session of the legislature com- 
mences on the Wednesday next after 
the first Monday in January follow- 
ing the state election in November. 
All extra sasions are called by the 
Governor. 

The legislature in its bi-ennial 
sessions considers various measures 
which are proposed for enactment 
into law. A" proposed law is known 
as a bill during its consideration m 
the legislature. A bill may be in- 
troduced in either house. There must 
always be three separate presentations 
in each house on three different days, 
though it is not necessary, nor cus- 
tomary, for the two houses to con- 
sider the same, bill on the same day. 
During the progress of a bill in the 
general assembly, it is said to have 
reached the "second reading" or is up 
for "third reading," or final passage. 
For the two year term, each mem- 
ber of the general assembly receives 
a salary of S3,S00. which is payable 
during the first regular session of the 
assembly held after the general elec- 
tion in November. 

The Senate 

The senate is composed of fifty- 
one members, one from each of the 
senatorial districts of the state. Sen- 
ators from the. even numbered dis- 1 
tricts arc elected at the same time as ^ 
the Governor, in the years divisible.

County Offices 

County Judge 

The county judge is the judge of 
the county court. Tlie county court 
deals with local adminbtrative prob- 
lems, and it has exclusive jurisdiction 
in cases involving the care of the in- 
sane, insolvent debtors* proceedings, 
and assignments for the benefit of 
creditors. It also has jurisdiction in 
disputed elections and the assessment 
and collection of taxes. It has con- 
current jurisdiction witli the circuit 
court in appeals from justices of the 
peace, in drainage matters, and emi- 
nent domain cases. 

Because of the unusual, clause in 
the constitution conferring upoa the 
county court "such other jurisdiction 
as may be provided for by general 
law," the county court has a wider 
and more varied jurisdiction than any 
other of our courts of record. 

The county judge also may hear 
civil cases where the amount in con- 
troversy docs not exceed one thous- 
and dollars, and he also conducts 
trials of persons charged with misde- 
meanors. (A misdemeanor is a law 
infraction where the punishment is 
not imprisonment in the penitentiary 
death.) This brings the county

Probate Jurisdiction 

In counties of less than 85,000 in- 
habitants, the county court has orig- 
inal jurisdiction in all matters relat- 
ing to the settlement of the estates 
of deceased persons; the appointment 
of guardians of minors, and conserva- 
tors of the insane and feeble-minded, 
and the settlement of their accounts. 



Probate Judge 

In' counties having more than 85,- 
000 inhabitants a probate judge and 
a probate clerk must be elected to at- 
tend to the -robate business of the 
county. In such counties the county 
court has only law jurisdiction. The 
probate Judge and probate clerk are 
elected at the same time as the coun- 
ty judge and county clerk and they 
$er\'e for the same length of time. 

Specifically the probate judge ad- 
ministers the estates of deceased and 
incompetent persons and of minor 
children, or the estates of persons 
who have been adjudged insane in the 
county court. The probate judge 
appoints administrators for intestate 
estates, guardians for minors, and 
conservators for incompetents; ap- 
proves- their bonds and hears and al- 
lows claims against such estates; su- 
pervises the reports of admimistrators, 
and if correct, approves them. He 
is charged with the duty of seeing 
that the funds of such estates are 
conserved, or invested only in ac- 
cordance with the law. He has the 
power to punish by coiitempt pro- 
ceedings and otherwise all personal 
representatives who do not administer 
their trust as administrator, guardian 
or conservator, exactly in accordance 
with law. 

Matters relating to apprentices are 
rarely heard in these modern days, 
but the juisdiction still exists. 

The -obate judge and the county 
judge arc permitted, by law, to hold 
court for each other and to perform 
each others duties in their own or any 
other county when it is found neces- 
sary or convenient. 

Tlie salary of the probite judge is 
$5,000 a year. 

Established In 1922 
Tlie probate court of Lake county 



Probate Clerk 

Lake County is one of the twelve 
Counties in the State of Illinois, hav- 
ing a population of over eighty-five 
thousand, in which the Probate Court 
is separated from the County Court, 
having been divided December Ist, 
1922. 

The work of this Court is caring 
for the . estates of deceased persons, 
minors and incompetents, and is very 
important, as the ritle to property by 
inheritance or by will is as legal as by 
deed. 

Tlie Clerk of the Probate Court 
is required to file, record, and preserve 
all papers filed in estates, recode all 
Court orders, keep, a docket, index 
and register of estates; attend all 
Court sessions, keep an accurate ac- 
count of all money received and paid 
out and report the same to the Board 
of Supervisors twice a year. 

In Lake Couty a large volume of 
business passes through the office of 
the probate clerk. 

Capacity for exacting detail, and 
ability and willingness to attend 
corteously to all matters relating to 
estates and to the proceedings of the 
court, would seem essential qualific- 
ations a voter should look for in can- 
didates for thit important office; . 




County Clerk 

There is no office in the county 
that handles a larger volume of work 
than docs the county clerk's office. 
There is practically no item of coun- 
ty business that does not at one stage 
or another pass through the hands of 
the county clerk or his deputies, and 
the exacting duties connected with 
the office arc so manifold that they 
touch upon or are intimately con- 
nected with the transactions of nearly 
every other county office. 

The county clerk is ex-officio clerk 
of the county court. He is also 
clerk of the county board of super- 
visors, in which capacity he b re- 
quired to record all proceedings of 
the board, file and preserve all bills of 
account that are acted vP^n by the 
supervisors. He issues county war- 
rants upon the county treasurer in 
payment of bills and other disburse- 
ments from county funds. . 

In this office are filed all records of 
bonds, papers and records, jod the 
county clerk' must ftirnish certified 
copies of >uch documents when re- 
quested to do so. 

Has Charge of Elections 

The county clerk has charge of 

elections and the printing of ballots, 

and he must sec that election boards

After every general election, the 
county clerk and two jmticcs o£ the 
peace of the county canvass the 
votes of the county and make ab- 
atracti showing the number of votes 
received by each candidate. Tlicsc 
abstracts arc filed in the county 
clerk's office. 

' Marriage licenses arc issued by the 
county clerk or his authorized depu- 
ties, and here also are filed the birth 
and death records of the county. 
Prepare* Tax Books . 
-Perhaps the biggest single jobs in 
this office arc the writing of. the m- 
scssors* and coUectors* books and the 
extension of taxes, which requires an 
office force of over 40 persons for 
several weeks each year in order to 
complete the, work within the time 
specified by statute. Every fourth 
year .when the quadrennial real estate 
assessment is made a much larger 
^ number of assistants is required. 

iThc volume of businfcsr transacted 
in this office has ihcrcascd almost in 
exact rario to the increase in popula- 
tion of the county. In 1910 the 
county clerk and three deputes hand- 
led all of the work, and the county 
at that time had a population of ap- 
proximately 50.000. The present 
population exceeds 100,000 and six 
deputies now assist the county clerk 
in conducting the affairs of the of- 
fice. 

The earnings of the office are from 
'$10,000 to $20,000 annually, which 
is turned over to the county treasurer. 
The salary of the county clerk of 
like county is $4,000 a year, and in 
addition to this he receives certam 
extra fees for special work.

' County Treasurer 

-The county treasurer must receive, 
safely keep, and pay out according to 
law all public money that may prop- 
erly come into his hands. He must 
keep a complete record of the busi- 
xiess of his office and the books con- 
taining the records are always open 
to inspection of the public. 

Supervisor of Assessments 
In counties under township organi- 
zation and of less than 125,000 in- 
habitants, the county treasurer is ex 
officio supervisor of assessments ot 
taxes in his county, 
in thb class. ^ 

The treasurer must report to the 
county board at each of its regular 
meetings all sums received and paid 
out by him since his last report. 
These reports are filed in the county 
clerk's office, and subject to inspcc- 
-tkm of the public. Twice each year 
the county board must make a set- 
tlement with the treasurer and count 
the funds. 

56,000,000 TaK Bill 1 

In Lake county the treasurer is col- 
lector of taxes. The. county tax bill 
for the last decade has averaged over 
sU million dollars, although last year 
due to a slightly decreased tax rate 
and non-payment of taxes, only 
$5,542,000 was collected, or about 81 
per cent of the total bill. The in- 
heritance tax for the year 19)2 was 
$382,000. Formerly two per cent 
on inheritance and interest on county 
funds deposited in banks scr^-ed to in- 
crease the cimings'of the treasurers 
office, but these two sources of rev- 
enue have been abolished. 

Aids County Revenue 
In point of producing revenue for 
the county no office is even a close 
rival to that of county treasurer. In 
1929 the office turned over to the 
county over a quarter of a million 
dollars. Interest on bsnk deposits 
nlone that year exceeded $27 000. In 
1951 the earnings, due to depression 
and decreased taxci. dropped to 
$200,000, and last year the ofticc 
turned over $150,000 to the county. 
The treasurer's bond for the hand- 
ling of county funds is $600,000. the 
premium of which is paid by the 
county, and in addition to this bond 
he must also furnish a bond of $940,- 
000 for the handling of state funds. 
Law Is Strict 

The county board names depositor- 
ies for the county funds. Banks! 
holding county funds arc not to pay 
to, withhold for the benefit of, or 
contract in any manner for the pay- 
ment to the county treasurer, or to 
any other person for him, any inter- 
est or other fee. or emolument on ac- 
count of such deposit, ; 

The Illinois statute stipulates that 
the making of a personal profit or 
emolument by the tr^^'"«^ **"^ // 
any county moneys by loamng, dc- 
positing or otherwise using or dispos- 
ing of the same in any manner what- 
ever, shall be deemed a felony and 
shall be punished by imprisonment m 
thepenitcntiary for not less thah^one 

or more than ten years. . 

An amendment to. the state con- 
sUnTtion was adopted m mo, pro- 
viding that no pcrwti litvmg once 



been elected to the office of sheriff or 
treasurer shall be eligible to the same 
office for four years after the expira- 
tion of the term of office to which 
he was elected. 

The salary of the Lake county, 
treasurer is $4,000 a year. There are 
no fees which the treasurer receives 
in return for his services. 

Hal Two Deputies 

The incumbent treasurer, J. B. 
Morse, has two deputies. They are 
Mrs. Helen Lewis, who has been cm- 
ployed in the office for 16 yea", and 
Allen Nelson, who is a candidate to 
succeed his chief. Nelson has been 
in the treasurer's office for seven 
years. 



Sheriff 

The duties of the county slwriff 
are two fold— he is a police officer 
and he U also the executive agent of 
the courts. 

Those duties which relate to the 
keeping of the peace are known as po-' 
lice duties. He is responsible for the 
arrest and safe-keeping of persons 
charged with crime or misdemeanor, 

u.^ ..- - and he is custodian of the court 

Lake county is 1 h^ujc and jail. 

It is his duty to suppress riots, 
fighting, and all breaches of the 
peace, and to prevent crime within 
the confines of his county. He may 
arrest, without a warrant, persons 
whom he sees breaking the law, and 
take them before a magistrate. The 
sheriff sees that all prisoners are prop- 
erly guarded and supplied with suit- 
able food. When prisoners are sen- 
tenced to the penitenriar>' or reform 
school, the sheriff removes them 
thither. He causes the electrocution 
of criminals condemned to death. 
May Appoint Deputies 

The sheriff may appoint deputies to 
assist him in his work. These depu- 
ties have all the powers of the sher- 
iff, and their official acts arc consid- 
I ered as acts of the sheriff, he being 
responsible in all cases for them. 

The sheriff may have as many rcg- 
ular deputies as are required to con- | 
duct the affairs of his office and au- 
thorized by the county board of sn- 
pcrvisors. In Lake county ShcriR 
Tiffany has 13 active deputies on sal- 
ary, and many special deputies in 
various parts of the county. 

To hap the peace, prevent crim?. 
or to execute any writ, warrant or 
process, order or decree, the sheriff 
may call to his aid when necessary.

Agent of Court* 

The major part of the sheriff's 
time is consumed by his duties as an 
cxecurivi agent of the courts. He, 
or his dtfuiy. is present at all sessions 
of the court and he opens and closes 
.urt with the formal proclamat^•^. 
He 's charged with the responsibility 
^f ,.*.r'ing writs, warunts, summon*- 
ci. svlpoenas and exs'utiooj, and 
other papers that the court' may 
issue. 

A warrant directs the sheriff to ar- 
rest a certain person accused of 
crime. 

A summons directs the sheriff to 
summon a certain person to appear in 
court to answer a demand made by 
another person named in the sum- 
mons. 

A subpoena commands a certain' 
person to appear in court as a wit- 
ness. 

An execution empowers the sheriff 
to carry a judgment into effect. A 
common form of execution is that 
which directs the sheriff to seize a 
certain property and sell it to pay the 



Superintendent of Schools 

The county superintendent of 
schools is charged with the distribu- 
toin of the county's share in the state 
school funds. He gives advice to 
school boards and to local schcwl of- 
ficials. Under supervision of the 
state superintendent of pubhc in- 
struction, he conducts teachers* ex- 
aminations and arranges for teachers 
institutes. 

The county superintendent of 
schools must keep an account of sales 
of common school lands in hU coun- 
ty, and of all sums of money re- 
ceived and paid out. He must pre- 
sent a written report to the county 
board at its regular meeting in Sep- 
tember. He apportions school money 
to the various townships. 

In controvenics arising under the 
school jaw the advice of the county 
superinwndent must first- be sought, 
but appcal.may be ujcen ^o.thc sute 
superintendent. The county super- 
intendent..iunds:much in the same 
relation to the school officers and 
teachers of the county, as the Jtate 
superintendent sunds to those of the
